J. H. Duncan, of Linden, was elected to 
deacoBs’ orders, and Charles Luce, of Ukiah, 
to elders’ orders.

Snider and J. M. Preston. Tht-re was a 
large attendance at the educational anniver­ 
sary last evening, and addresses were made 
by Dr. 1'. H. 1!. Anderson, of Sacramento, 
and Rev. C. G. Rankin, of Santa Rosa, on 
the subject of education, including a discus­ 
sion of the advantages of church colieges 
over secular institutions. 
Dr. W. A. Finley, President of the Pacific 
Methodist College, followed in a brief history 
of the college since its organization, in 18G1, 
up to the present. This college, formerly lo­ 
cated in Vacaville, has been during the past 
nine years located in Santa Rosa. The build­ 
ing at Santa Rosa is a fine structure, valued 
at 829,000. Tho object of the meeting last 
evening was to raise money to help clear an 
indebtedness against the college of soma 
87,000. The call was promptly and gener­ 
ously responded to, tho sum of 8500 being 
immediately subfCiibed by members of the 
audience. A call was then made for sub­ 
scriptions to the ladies’ endowment fund for 
the collegp, and twelve names were given, 
with a subscription of 810 each, making a 
total of SG00 for tbe benefit of the Pacific 
Methodist College. 
The Stockton F air—Close of a Successful 
Sleeting. 
Stockton, October 1st.—Tonight closes the 
most successful fair ever held iu Stockton. 
The magnitude and excellence cf this exhibit 
of horses and cattle ha3 greatly counter­ 
balanced any lack of iuterest manifested in 
the display of agricultural products. During 
the week the city has been thronged with 
Btrangers from all parts of the State, and 
many from Nevada and other remote sec- 
tioHP. The first race, this afternoon, was a 
running race for a purse of 8200 for all two- 
year-oldB owned in the district, three-quarter 
mile dash. The entries were : Minnie Bell, 
Bird Catcher, Daredevil, Kate Karson and 
Tehama. The race wa3 won by Kate Kar­ 
son, Bird Catcher second, Minnie Bell third, 
and Daredevil fourth.

Great interest was taken in the 
race. Tho first heat was taken by Brigadier ; 
Abbotsford second, Crown Point third. Time. 
2:23. The second heat was a repetition of 
the first. Time, 2:23$. Brigadier won the 
third heat, race and first money ; Abbotsford 
second. Crown Point third and third money.

The thin race was a trotting contest for a 
purse of 8100, for all horses owned ir. tb-1 dis­ 
trict that have never beaten 2:33, mile heats, 
best three in five. Tha entries were: Frank 
Hunter, Ben Allen, Tom Stoat, Tom Palmer, 
Castoria and Upright.

TALE ABDBT 
C0NHLING. 


I t is difficult to know what to believe 
and w hat to reject ia the current political 
rumors, but there is a significant harmony 
in tho stories which report Senator Jones 
of Nevada as the new President’s right- 
hand man, and Mr. Conkling as in some 
sort a kind of foreign power, with which 
President A rthur holds discussion through 
the medium of the Nevada gentleman. I t i3 
s lid that a very solemn and pregnant inter­ 
view has been had at Utica between Mr. 
Conkling and Mr. Jones ; that short-hand 
writers were employed to take down the 
weighty words of the interview ; and that 
great things are expected to develop from 
it in the near future. 
If this story is true 
it is obvious that Mr. Conkling’a apparent 
reluctance to take up a position in the 
foreground has been more apparent than 
real, and that he has no objection to play­ 
ing the role of confidential adviser to the 
Administration, under au apology for re­ 
tirement. 
Wo hope, however, th a t the 
story is not true. 
For it is certainly not 
the 
best 
way for President A rthur 
to seek the confidence of the country 
by taking Mr. Conkling immediately into 
his most intim ate counsels. 
Of course it 
is possible that tho President finds it im- 
piacticablo to chsngebis habits. The most 
discouraging contingency of all, however, 
is the probability that President A rthur 
may regard Mr. Conkling and Mr, Conk- 
ling’s methods a3 the best of their kind. 
o all know that he did so regard them 
6'hiie President Garfield was alive, and we 
should do well to ask óurselvts whether 
anything has happened in the interval to 
change his belief. 
Men of his age have 
generally fixed opinions, and most men 
mnBt be credited with the conviction that 
whatever opinions they hold are really 
the best. 
This consideration offers no con­ 
solation to those sanguine persons who 
have thought it credible that A rthur should 
abandon all his previous beliefs upon be­ 
coming P resident; but for all that it is 
probably iu accord with the broadest gen­ 
eralizations from human experience. 


THE 
T áX LEVY. 


The Supervisors must levy the annual 
tax to-day. 
It is understood that they in­ 
tend to put the rate below §1 SO. 
We 
have shown that they cannot do this w ith­ 
out creating a deficit. 
We do not intend 
to allow them to hoodwink the county by 
pretending to have exercised an economy 
which has been foreign to all their proceed­ 
ings. 
They can _ only keep the tax levy 
below 51 SO by staving off payments which 
ought to be made ; that is to say, by re­ 
fusing to 
meet their obligations, and 
thereby incurring a further expenditure 
in the shape of interest. 
The litigation 
into which they have dragged the county 
will have to be paid for, and it cannot be 
paid for on the basis of the rate they have 
been proposing to fix. 
Even the rate of 
SI 80 will not be sufficient to meet all the 
estimated expenses, and anything short of 
th at figure will result in a large deficit. 
W hat they are proposing to do is merely 
to postpone the evils which they have 
entailed upon the county, and in so doing 
they cannot escape the creation of still 
further financial difficulties. 
Their course 
shows in a very striking manner how one 
false step naturally leads to others. 


TEE SUPERVISORS VERSUS LAW, PUBLIC 
OPINION’, AND COMMON SEN S3. 


The course of the majority of the Super­ 
visors of this county, in plunging the 
county into litigation with the miners for 
no other apparent purpose than to give fat 
fees to Mr. George Cadwaladcr, is con­ 
demned by public opinion throughout the 
county iu the most emphatic way. 
The 
feeble and incoherent attem pts which have 
been made to hoodwink the community by 
telling them that a multiplicity of suits is 
in some mysterious and utterly incompre­ 
hensible way necessary to the obtaining of 
a judicial decision, have not deceived any­ 
body. 
The clear and incontrovertible fact 
that the decision of one suit m ust settle 
the whole question, cannot be concealed or 
evaded, and the more the m atter ia dis­ 
cussed the plainer does it appear th at no 
justification existed for the action taken by 
the m ajority of the Board in the premises. 
The Supervisors who have thus undertaken 
to defy public opinion, and to coerce the 
public into paying thousands of dollars for 
a wholly unnecessary and absolutely use­ 
less litigation, appear to have thought also 
th at the laws of the State were not made 
for them, and th at they had a perfect right 
to override those laws at their own sweet 
will. W e do not know whether the lawyer 
in whoseeole interest this most improper 
and unpopular action was taken, contrived, 
at the secret meeting with the Board 
which has attained so disagreeable a no­ 
toriety, to cast a spell over the minds of 
the four members who Lave ever since 
s em id to be rather his servants than 
the county’s ; 
but it certainly is not easy 
to account for the singular obstinacy with 
which they have persisted in following out 
a programme so totally indefensible, and so 
flagrantly antagonistic to the interests of 
the people of tho county. 
But it is still more difficult to under­ 
stand how these four Supervisors could 
have persuaded themselves th at they pos­ 
sessed the right to make away w ith the 
public funds as they have endeavored to 
do, when the law plainly and flatly de­ 
clares that no such action as they have 
taken is permissible. 
Section 4070 of the 
Political Code, treating of the powers and 
restrictions of Boards of County Super­ 
visors, provides th at “ the Board must cot 
“ for any purpose contract debts or liahil- 
“ itiea, except in pursuance of law or un- 
“ der ordinances of their own, adopted in 
“ accordance with the 
powers 
herein 
“ conferred ; and whenever debts and liabil- 
“ dies have been created which, added to the 


“ salaries o f county officers, and other 


“ estimated, liabilities Jixed by laic fo r the 


“ remainder o f the year, equal in the ay- 
“ yreyate the rerenues o f the county fo r 
“ current expenses, no further allowance o f 
“ any accounts must be made.” 
The pro­ 
vision we have placed in italic applies to the 
precise situation in which the Board of 
Supervisors found itself at the time vthcn 
it undertook to inaugurate this costly and 
useless litigation. 
There was no fund upon 
which it could draw. 
I t had exhausted 
the current revenues for the year, and the 
law prohibited the allowance of any further 
accounts and the creation of any further 
liabilities. 
But the Supervisors evidently 
considered themselves above the law, and 
so they coolly proceeded to honor Mr. 
Cadwalader’s demands, and would, if they 
eou’d, have paid the coin down on the 
spot, w ithout the least regard to tho illegal­ 
ity of their action. 
Such things have occasionally been done 
bifore, but always hitherto under the pre­ 
text of some urgent public necessity. 
It 
has been left for cur Supervisors to break 
the law for the bad purpose of defying the 
wishes of the community. 
They had no 
excuse whatever for entering upon this lit­ 
igation, and iu fact they were forbidden by 
law to contract the liability involved. Toe 
whole affair was a patent and notorious 
job. 
I t was an attem pt to take money out 
of the pockets of the taxpayers, not for a 
public use, not to do what could not have 
been done in any other way, but in order 
to swell the gains of an attorney who was 
already fully retained to try this very issue, 
and who was under obligations to do his 
best w ithout any reference to this count}'. 
As to the nonsense that has been talked 
about the necessity for a cumber of suits, 
we have scarcely patience to deal with it. 
The whole argument ia on its face neither 
more nor less than a piece of flimsy special 
pleading, haviDg for its one object the en­ 
richment of Mr. Cadwalader. 
There is 
not and never has been the least necessity 
for any such multiplication of suits. 
The 
whole issue will unquestionably be decided 
by one suit. 
The pretense th at the Su­ 
preme Court will be more likely to do jus­ 
tice if a great number of suits are com­ 
menced, is not only ridiculous, but involves 
a gross insult to the bench. 
It implies the 
libelous theory th at the Court can be bull- 
dozsd, or that it is more likely to do jus­ 
tice for a crowd than for au individual. 
I t further implies the propriety of a t­ 
tem pts tc bulldose the Court, and this ia 
both foolish and disgraceful. 
But none of these imbecilities have been 
successful. 
The public see plainly that 
there can be no need for a multiplicity of 
suits, and th at iu fact nobody but the law­ 
yers can derive any benefit from such a 
policy. 
They see quite as clearly that the 
.Supervisors have in this whole business 
been working against the clearest public 
interest, and iu behalf of the attorney who 
has made the multiplication of suits (and 
fees) his special object. 
They realize that 
no more wanton and indefensible squander­ 
ing of the public funds has ever been 
attem pted than thi3 litigation involves, 
and that no decent apology for it either 
has been or can be advanced. 
They will 
now understand further that the Super­ 
visors have been trying to give away 
money which they had no authority to 
touch ; th at they have been doing their 
best to create liabilities which the law pro­ 
hibits them from incurring. 
And thus it 
is made evident th at they have set them ­ 
selves in opposition alike to the law, pub­ 
lic opinion, and common sense, and this 
for no purpose which is a t all apparent to 
the public. 
I t should require some very 
powerful motive to make a public body 
thus stultify and condemn itself, bu t no 
adequate motive has thus far been revealed. 
The public would very much like to 
know the inside of this m atter, and they 


had not Dr. Boynton insisted upon it. 
And though it was suspected th at the im­ 
mediate cause of death was embolism of 
the heart, th at organ was not examined 
all. 
Again, though it was announced, th at 
death resulted from secondary herr^orrhage, 
and though 
it was subsequently stated 
th at one of the mesenteric arteries had 
been ruptured, it does not appear from 
the detailed report th at any such dis­ 
covery was made. 
Blood 
was found 
in the abdominal cavity, but there does 
not seem to have been any certainty as to 
where it came from. 
The actual location 
of the bullet was so entirely unsuspected 
th at it was taken out with the abdominal 
viscera w ithout being noticed, and when 
at length it was searched for, the viscera 
were so displaced that it was impossible to 
speak with certainty as to its exact posi­ 
tion in the body. 
Nor was this all. 
A 
catheter was introduced into the supposed 
track of the ball, and this catheter was 
cut down upon. 
Then it was discovered 
that the catheter bad doubled upon itself, 
and that the length of the pus channel was 
really much less than had been supposed. 
Of course it fellows from this that the 
Sime mistake had 
been made daring 
the patient’s life. 
The catheter had been 
doubling upon itself all the time, but as it 
came out straight the surgeons had sup­ 
posed it to have entered its whole length. 
W hen the surgeons found th at their 
diagnoses had been entirely mistaken, they 
appear to have agreed quite suddenly that 
this did not really m atter, for th at the 
President m ust have died in any event. 
The reason they gave for this conclusion 
was th at the injury to the spine was fatal, 
or, if not th at precisely, th at the pro­ 
jection of fragments of the vertebra; into 
the adjoining soft parts must have pro­ 
duced pywmia, and so death. 
But an ex­ 
amination of the Medical and Surgical 
History cf the Rebellion tends to render 
these conclusions less obvious than the sur­ 
geons would desire; for it there appears 
that recovery was had in not less than 
seventy cases of shot wounds involving the 
lumbar vertebrae, and in several of these 
cases the injury to the spine wa3 far 
greater than in th at of President Garfield ; 
while it is to be observed th at fragments 
of the bone were repeatedly removed from 
the adjacent soft parts, and without caus­ 
ing that “ instant death” which the coun­ 
try is told must have followed any attem pt 
to probe the actual track of the bullet in 
the President’s case. 
I t is true that 
wounds of the spine have always been 
very dangerous, and th at during the war 
there were more deaths than recoveries 
from such injuries. 
But 
the surgical 
records show th at recoveries from even 
worse wounds than President Garfield's did 
occur ; only it mu3t be adm itted th at in 
t hose cases the surgeons appear to have as­ 
certained the real character of the wounds, 
and did not probe pus channels for seven 
or eight weeks. 
The fact th at the sur­ 
geons at Eiberon allowed an embalmer to 
inject the veins of the body before they 
held the autopsy, ha3 been justly com­ 
mented on as remarkable, since it is obvi­ 
ous that this injection may have pro­ 
duced changes in the internal conditions 
capable of misleading the surgeons as to 
the state of the organs at the moment of 
death. 
Taking the whole case together, it 
must be said th at the post mortem ia equally 
surprising and unsatisfactory, arid that 
notwithstanding their professional emi­ 
nence the surgeons have mauaged to create 
a widespread suspicion as to the treatm ent 
of the President, while they have mani­ 
fested a singular indisposition both to as­ 
certain and to publish the whole truth of 
the post mortem discoveries. It is not to be 
wondered at, under the circumstances, that 
unlearned men should bo inclined to doubt 
the value of medical knowledge for some 
time to come.

A finer audience seldom, if ever, assembled 
to witness a dramatic performance than that 
which gave the indorsement cf its plaudits 
1 to Mr. Sheridan Saturday night. The repu­ 
tation of the actor, the historical interest of 
the play “ Louis X I.,” and the extended 
sketch of the chiof character in it, given in 
these columns Satnrday morning, served to 
bring out an audience phenomenal in its 
character, inasmuch as it embraced very 
many who seldom attend upon theatrical 
entertainments, and a? a whole was repre­ 
sentative of the highest intelligence of 
the community. Compared with several 
presentations of the character of Louis 
XL by Mr. Sheridan in other places, as wit­ 
nessed by those who also saw his characteri­ 
zation of Saturday evening, the vjrdict was 
given decidedly in favcr of tho latest per­ 
formance—that it was the bast he has given 
on the coa?t. He had gooi support in Messrs. 
Grismer, Thayer and Simal?, stock actors of 
ster.ing merit, and wag ably seconded by Mis? 
West, whose D luphin w as creditable in all 
respects, and by M 's. Daveiiport, whose 
M altha to Mr. 
Simms’ Maree made 
the second act particularly eil.c ive and 
strikingly natural. Mr. Sheridan bad to do 
not with an ideal but a real personage, fa­ 
miliar to al! intelligent reader*, and therein 
lay the triumph of the actor’s art, for be 
preserved th¿ proportions of the character in 
conformity with the accepted records cf it, 
wiih just so much of over-col .r as results 
from that dramatic licen3e under which the 
events of years are crowded into a brief space 
of time tor the purpose of developing the 
leading trails of character in the central 
figure of the play. He succeeded in present­ 
ing, without a flaw, the ambiiion, cruelty, 
duplicity, superstition and will-power of 
L uis, exactly as the playwright intended. 
If the softening touches credi able to that 
King—for he accomplished good in his time— 
were not put into the picture, it was because 
the author intended that they should be 
subordinate, just as they were secondary in 
the character of the monarch. The value of 
such a work as Mr. Sheridan’s to the stage 
cannot well be overestimate3. It is a standard 
which, if more geueraily aimed at, will 
work out the purpose of the legiti­ 
mate 
in 
dramatic 
art, and will 
enroll 
among 
the 
patrons 
of the 
drama 
the 
very 
people who now 
have such just cause for refusing it the sanc­ 
tion of their countenance. It was in itself 
the bitterest criticism upon the retrogression 
of the stage, concerning which so much has 
recently been written. Bight here it is in 
noint to remark ho w necessary it i? to pre­ 
serve t he unities and how essential it is that 
the details and surroundiyrs should combine 
with the spirit of the performance—as for 
instance, when the actors were doing their 
best to lift the veil aud afford a glance along 
the dark vistas ol the past, and impress the 
auditors wita something of the spirit of the 
age and time, how utterly disillusionizing it 
was to have the orchestra, which should ha vs 
labored to preferve the work of the actors in 
the “ w ai's”—strike up “ When the Leave? 
Begin to Turn,” or “ fiddle ” down to an air 
suggestive cf Billy Emerson’s “ Empty is the 
Stable.” And, again, how hatsli was the 
Bhock which succeeded Mr. Grismer’s ill- 
timed ieappeaiar.ee ia the middle of a scene 
to bow his tbar.k? for merited applause, while 
hia victim lay stretched in mortal agony on 
the floor of his chamber, after Nemoura’ at­ 
tack upon him. 
Because the audience was 
carried away by its enthusiasm to more thou 
usually prolonged applause, the actor should 
not have lost his head, and have convinced 
the people that NemourB, after all, was ou'y 
Griomer. 
Let stage mauagers rise to the 
level of the play iu hand hereafter and pre­ 
vent buck,unpardonable incongiuities. 
L st night Mr. Sheridan appeared in 
Richer! III. His strength was not equal to 
the strong contrast made by the weakness cf 
the company for that piece—a troupe mu h 
too light for the occasion, however well 
adapted for a different class of plays. Uncer 
ths circumstances the leader did not shine to 
advantage, and, saving the aid rendered by 
Mr. Grismer and Mis? West, and th9 little 
Mi.;es Francis and Barry, ha ) to bear the 
burden quite alone, and as a result the pi ay 
was rattled through at a lively rate.

WHAT THE 80ALPEL DISCLOSED. 


The S e a r c h f o r the Bullet —Imme¿iota 
Cause of Death. 


[fiPKClAL ET TELEGRAPH TO TUT. R1CORO-CMOS.] 


P iu la delphia, Oatob¿t 1st.-T h e October issue of 
the Amrriran Journal of Medical Science contains 
the following official record of the post mortem exam ­ 
ination ofjthe b>dy oi President 
A. Garfield, 
made^September 2o7lS31, commencing at 4::JU p. h., 
eighteen hours after death, at Francklyn Cottage, 
Elberon, N. J.: Present and assisting, D. W. Eliss, 
Surgeon General J. K. Bornes, U. S. A., Surgeon J. 
J. Woodward, U. S. A., Dr. Robert Reyburn, Dr. 
Frank H. Hamilton, Dr. D. Hayes Agnew, Dr. 
Andrew H. Smith, of Elberon and New York, and 
Acting Assistant Surgeon D. S. Lamb, of the Army 
Medical Museum, W ashington. Before commencing 
the exaini .atlon censult-ation was held by those 
phvsicians in a room adjoining th at in which the 
body lay, and it was unanim ously agreed th at the 
dissection shoul I bo m ade by Dr. Lainb, and that 
Surgeon Woodward should record the observations 
ma le. 
It was further unanimously agreed th a t the 
cranium should not be opened. 
Surgeon Wood­ 
ward then proposed th at the exam ination 
SHOULD BE CONDUCTED 
As follows: T hat the bo Jy should be viewed exter­ 
nally, and any m orbid appearances existing record­ 
ed. That a catheter should then be pissed into the 
wound, as was done during life to wash it out, for 
the purpose of assisting to find a possible track of 
th e b u lle t; th at along it an incision ehould next be 
made from the superior extrem ity of the sternum 
to the pubis and this crossed by a transverse one 
ju st oeiow the uxubidcus ; th at the abdominal flaps 
th u s xn3dc should then bo turned back and the 
abdominal viscera exam ined ; th at after the abdom 
Inal cvvity was opened, the position of the bullet 
should b-i ascertained, if ¡Kisaibie, before making 
any further incision, and th at the thoracic viscera 
should be examine i. 
This order of procedure 
was unanimously agreed to, and the examination 
was then proceeded with and the following external 
* appearanees were observed : The body was con­ 
siderably czuac'atcd, bu t the (ace was much less 
wasted than the limbs. 
A preserving fluid bad 
beon injected by the embalnier a few hours before 
into the left femoral artery, and the pipes used for 
the purpose were still in position. The under sur­ 
face of the body presented 
NO ABNORMAL APPEARANCES, 
And there was no ecchymosls or other discoloration 
oí any part of the front of the abdomen. Ju st be­ 
low the right ear, and a little behind it, there was 
an oval ulcerated opening about half an inch in 
diameter, from which some rancorou3 pus was pass­ 
ing, but no turaefication could be obserrtd in the 
parotid opening. 
A considerab’e num ber of pur- 
jjura-like spots were scattered thickly over the left 
scapula, a n l t hence forward as far as the axilla. 
They ringed from one-eighth to one-four.h of an 
inch in diameter, were si ghtly elevated and furfur- 
oee 'US on the surface, and many of them were con­ 
fluent In groups of two to four cr more. 
Similar, 
but much less abundant eruption, was observed 
sparsely scattered over the corresponding rarion on 
the right side. 
An oval, excavated u'cer, about an 
inch long, the result of a small carbuncle, was sorted 
over the spinous process pf the ten’h dorsal ver­ 
tebra. 
Over the sacrum there were four small bed­ 
sores, the largest about an inch in diameter. 
Five 
pustules and a num ber of irregular spots of post­ 
mortem hypostatic congestion were scattered over 
the shoulders, back and buttocks. Thodenr.gsed 
cicatrix of the wound made by the pistol bull t was 
recognized over the tenth intercostal space ; three 
and a half inches to the right oí the vertebiaJ spine 
a desp line or incision, made in part by 


THE OPERATION OF JULY 24TH 
And extended by that of Aug ist 8th, occupied a 
position closely corresponding to the upper border 
of the right to the twelfth nb. 
It commenced poa- 
teriously about two inches from the vertebral spine, 
and extended forward a little more than three inches. 
At the interior extrem ity of this incision there was 
a rie . p, uearly s juare, abraded surface about an 
inch across. 
A well oiled flexible catheter, fourteen 
inches long, was then passed iuto this wound, as 
had been done to wash it out during life. 
More 
resistance was at first encountered than had usually 
been the case, but after several trials the catheter 
entered w ithout a' y violence to its full length. 
It 
was then left in p<>sition, and the b dy disposed 
supinely for examination of the viscera. The cra­ 
nium was not opened. A 1od£ incision was made 
from the superior extrem ity of the sternum to the 
pubis, followed by a transverse incision crossing the 
abdomeu just below the timbillicus. The four flaps 
thus formed were turned back and the abdominal 
viscera exposed. 


A MAS3 OF BLACK COAGULATED BLOOD 
Covered and concealed the spken and the left m ar­ 
gin of the greater omentum. 
On raising the omen­ 
tum it was found th at th is blood mass extended 
through the left lum bar aud iliac regions, and 
dropped down iuto the pelvis, in which there was 
some clotted fluid ( i foot-note here says: “ A large 
part of this fluid had probably transuded from the 
injection material of em bahner.”) The coagulated 
blood having been turned out and collected, it 
measured very nearly a pint. 
It was now evident 
th a t secondary hemorrhage had been the immediate 
cause of death. But the point from which the blood 
had escipcd, was not at ouce apparent. 
The 
om catum wai not adherent to the intestines, which 
were moderately distended with gas ; no intestinal 
adhesions were found other than those between the 
transverse colon and the liver, already mentioned. 
The abdominal cavity being now washed out ss 
thoroughly as possible, a fruitless attem pt was made 
to obtain some indications of the position t.f the bul­ 
let before making anv further incisions. 
By push­ 
ing the intestines aside, the extrem ity of the cathe­ 
ter, which 
had passed into the wound, could be 
felt between the peritoueum and right iliac f-vcia, 
but it had evidently doubled upon itself, and al­ 
though a prolonged search was made, nothing could 
be seen or felt to indicate 


THE PRESENCE OF THE BULLET 
E ither iu th at region or elsewhere. The abdominal 
viscera were then carefully removed from the body, 
placed in a suitable vessel and examined seriatim , 
w ith the following re su lt: Adhesions between the 
liver and transverse colon proved to be bound in an 
abscess cavity between and uuder the surface of the 
liver. 
Toe transverse colon, which involved the 
gall and bladder, and extended to about the same 
distance on either side of it, m eisuring six inches 
transversely, and four inches from and before the 
backward cavity, was lined with a thick pyogenic 
m embrane, which completely replaced the capsule 
of that part of the under surface of the lit er occu­ 
pied by the abscess. 
It contained about two ounces 
of greenish-yellow fluid, of the texture cfj pus m at­ 
ter. 
The abscess did n t involve any portion of the 
substance of the liver except the surface, with 
which it was in coutact, and no communication 
could be detec. ed between it and any part of the 
wound. 
Some recent peritoneal adhesion existed 
between the upper surface of the right lobe of the 
liver and the diaphragm. The liver was larger than 
normal, weighing eighty four ounces. Its substance 
was firm, but of 


A PALE, YELLOWISH COLOR 
On its surface and throughout the interior of the 
organ from fatty degeneration. 
No evidence th at 
it had been punctured by the bullet could be found, 
nor were there any abscesses in any part of its 
tissue. The spleen wa3 connected with diaphragm 
adhesions. There were ceveral rather deep con­ 
genial figures in its margin, giving it a tabulated 
appearance. 
It was abnormally large, weighing 
eighteen ounces, of a very dark red color, both on 
the surface and on the sectiou. 
I to parenchyma 
was soft and flabby, bu t contained no abscesses or 
infractions 
There were s*uie recent peritoneal ad­ 
hesions between the posterior wall of the st mach 
and the posterior abdominal p iritties. 
With this 
exception no abnorm alities were discovered in the 
stom ach or intestines, nor were anv other evidences 
of 
‘ 


GENERAL OR LOCAL PERITONITIS 
Found besides tb-*se already specified. The right 
kidney weighed six ounces; the left kidney seven. 
Ju st beneath the capsule of the k it kidney, atabout 
the middle of its convex border, there was a little 
abscess one-third of an inch iu diameter. *There 
wore three small serous cysts on the convex border 
of the right kidney, ju3t beneath its capsule. 
In 
other res; ecta the tissue of both kidnevs was normal 
in appearance and iu texture. 
Behind the right 
kidney, after the removal of th at organ from the 
l»ody, the dilated track of the bullet was dissected 
into. 
It was found th at from the point at which it 
had fractured the rizht eleventh rib, three inches 
and a half to the light of the vertebral spine, the 
missile had gone to the left, obliquely forward, pass­ 
ing through the body of the first lum bar vertebra?, 
and lodging in the adiposo connective ti3sue, imme­ 
diately below the lower border of the pancrea*. 
about two inches and a half to the left of the spinal 
column, and bchiud the peritoneum, where it had 
become 
COMPLETELY ENCYSTED, 
The track of the bullet between the point at which 
jt had fractured the eleventh rib and that at which 
it entered the first lum bar vertebra, was consider, 
ably dilated; and pus had burrowed downwards 
through the adipose tissue behind the right kidney, 
and thence had found its way between the perito- 
channel, which extended almost to the groin. 
The 
neum and the right ilisc fascia, making a de-cending 
adipose tissue behind the kulney, in tbe vicinity of 
this descending channel, was much thickened and 
condensed by inflammation. 
In the channel, which 
was found almost free from pus, la}* the flexible 
catheter, introduced into the w-»und at the com­ 
m encem ent of th e autop y. 
I*s extrem ity was 
found doubled up on itself, immediately beneath 
the peritoneum , rep.*ring upon the i.-ioc fascia, 
where the channel was dilated Into a pouch of con­ 
siderable size. 
This long descending channel, now 
clearly seen to have been caused bv the burrowing 
of pus from the wound, was supposed during life to 
have been the 
TRACK OF THE BULLET. 
Th 2 last dorsal, together with the first and second 
lum bar vertebra? and tw elfth rib, were removed 
from the body for a more thorough examination. 
When this examination was made it was found that 
th e bullet had penetrated the first lum bar vertebra 
in the upper part of th e right side of the body. 
The aperture by which it entered involved the inter­ 
vertebral cirtilage next above. The upper margin 
of the cartilage was about a quarter cf an inch dis­ 
tan t. 
Passing obliquely to the left, and forward 
through th e upper part of the bodv «of the first 
In n bar vertebra, the bullet emerged by an apcr- 
t.ire near the center and about the middle Une, and 
which also involved the in ten tr tc b r a lw ti^ te next 


I above. The cancellated tissue of the body of the 
first lum bar vertebra was very much comminuted. 
SEVERAL DEEP FISSURES 
Expended fr»ra the track of the bullet into the lower 
part of the body of th= twelfth vertebra. 
Others 
expended through the first lum bar vertebra into the 
intervertcbrd cartilage, between it and the s:cond 
lum bar vertebra. Both this cartilage and the next 
above were partly destroyed by ulceration. A num ­ 
ber of m inute fragments from the fractured lum bar 
vertebra had been driven into adjacent soft parts, 
and it was further found th a t the right tw elfth rib 
aiao was fractured at a point an inch and a quarter 
to the right of th9 transverse process of th e twelfth 
d^raal vertebra. This in ju ij had not been recog­ 
nized during life*. 
On sawicg through the verte­ 
bra?, a 1 ttie to the right of the m edian line, it was 
found that the spinal column was not involved by 
the track of the bullet. 
The spinal cord and 
o tb tr contents of this ro rtio n o f the spinal canal 
presented no abnormal appearances. The rest of 
the spiual cord wa3 not examined. 
Beyond the first 
lum bar vertebra the ballet continued to go to the 
left, passing behind the pancreas to the point where 
it was found. 
H ere it v.as enveloped in a firm cyst 
of connective tis ;ae, which contained, besides the 
ball, a m inute quantity of inspissated somewhat 
chee-y pu*, which formed a thin layer over a portion 
of the surface ci tho lead. 
There was also a black 
coating adhering to a p art of the cyst wall, which 
proved, on microscopic exam ination, to be the 
rem ains of a blood clot. 
For about an inch from 
this cyst, the track of the ball behind the pancreas 
was completely obliterated by the healing process. 
Th-nee, as far backward as the body of the first 
lum bar vertebra the track was 
FILLED WITH COAGULATED BLOOD, 
Which extended on the left into the space rent in 
adjoining adi]^o«c tissue, behind the peritoueum 
and above the pancreas. Blood hadjworked its wrayto 
the le#t, burrowing finally through the peritonevni 
behind the spleen into the 
abdonrnal cavity. 
Rending of the tis su e by extravasation of this 
blood was undoubtedly the cause of tli? paroxysms 
of pain a short time before death. 
This mass of

the peritoneum, after its site behind the greater 
curvature of the stomach had beeu exposed by 
dissection of greater om entum from th e stomach, 
aud especially after some delicate adhesions between 
the stomach and part of the peritoneum covering 
the blood-mos had been broken down by the fing r?. 
From the relations of this mass, as thus reen, it 
was developed th a t hem orrhage had proceeded from 
one of the mesenteric arteries, bu t as it wa9 clear 
that a m inute dissection wouki be required to tie 
term ine the panleuJar branch involved, it was 
agreed that the infi trated ti9suo and adjoining 
soft parts should be preserved for subsequent 
studv. On examination and dirscction rar.de in ac­ 
cordance with this agreem ent, it was found th at the 
fatal hemorrhage pr-ceedcá from a rent nearly four- 
tentbs of an inch long, in the main trunk of the 
splenic artery, two inches and a half to the left of 
the c*x?!iac 4*xis. 
The rent m ust have occurred at 
least several days before death, since the everted 
edges iu the slit in the vessel were united by firm 
adhe=ions to t .e surrounding connective tissue, thus 
forming

Moreover, the peripheral portion of the clot in this 
vicinity was disposed of in pretty firm conccutn 
layer*. 
It was fu rth er found, th at the cyst below 
the lower margin of the pancreas, in which the bul­ 
let wag found, was situated three inches and a half 
to the left of the cceliac axis.

omentum, near 
the splenic

Examination of the 
thoracic viscera resulted as follows : The heart 
weighed eleven ounces ; all tho cavities were en­ 
tirely empty except the right ventricle, in which a 
few shreds of sof? reddish coagulated blood adhered 
to the internal surface. 
On the surface of the mitral 
valve thfre were several spots of fatty degeneration. 
With this exception the cardiac valves were normal. 
The m uscular tissue of the heart was soft and easily 
torn. 
A few 9t»ts of fatty degeneration existed iu 
the lining membrane of the aorta* ju st above the 
se m ilurar valves, aud a slender clot of fibriu was 
found in the aorta where it was divided, about two 
inches from these valves for the removal of the 
heart. 
THE LUNGS. 
On the right side, slight pleurctie a lhesions ex­ 
isted between the conv* x surface of the lower lobe 
of the lung and the costal pleura, and firm adhe­ 
sions between the interior edge of the lower lobe 
and the diaphragm. 
Thejright lung weighed thirty- 
two ounces. The posterior part of the fissure be­ 
tween its upper and lower Iones was congenitally 
incomplete. The lower lobe of the right lung was 
hypostatically congested, and considerable jfortiona 
(esi»eciaUy towards its base) were the seat of 
broncho-pneumonia. The bronchial tubes contained 
a considerable quantity of stringy muco-pus ; their 
mucous surface was retldened by catarrhal bronchitis. 
The lung tissue was cedematous. ( A foot note here 
says, “ a part at least of this condition was doubt­ 
less due to extravasation of the injection fluid used 
by the ciubaimer,” but contained no abscess or in­ 
farctions.) On the left side the lowvr lobe of the 
*lung was bound behind to the costal pleura, and 
above to the upper lobe, and below to the dia­ 
phragm, by pretty firm pleuritic adhesions. The 
left lung weighed twtnty-6even ounces. The con­ 
dition of the bronchial tubes and of lung tissue 
was very nearly the same as on the right side, the 
chief difference being, that the area of broncho­ 
pneumonia in the lower lobe was much less exten­ 
sive in the left lung, and about an inch from ita 
pleural surface there was a group of four m inute 
areas of gray hepatization, each about one-eighth 
of an inch in diameter. 
There were no infarctions, 
and no abscesses in any part of the lung tissues. 
The surgeons assisting a t the autopsy were unani­ 
mously of the opinion th at on 
REVIEWING THE HISTORY OF THE CASE, 
In connection with the autopsy, it was quite evi­ 
dent th at the suppurating surf ices, and especially 
the fractured spongy tissu- of th e vertebra, fur­ 
nish sufficient explanation of the septic condition 
which existed during life. 
About an hour after 
the post mortem exam ination was completed the 
phvsicians named at the commencement of this re ­ 
port assembled fur further consultation in sn ad­ 
joining cottage. 
A brief outline of the results of 
the p>.'bt mortem examination was drawn on and 
signed by ail the physicians, and handed to Private 
Secretaiy J. Stanley Brown, who was requested to 
furnish copi s to the newspaper press. Signed by 
Bliss. Barnes, Woodward, Key burn and Lamb. 
As the above report contains paragraphs detail­ 
ing observations made at Washington on patholog. 
ical specimens preserved for th at purpose, the 
uames of Pra. T. H. Hamilton, D. Hayes Agnewaud 
A. H. Sm ith are not appended to it. 
It has, how­ 
ever, been subm itted to them , and they have given 
their assent to other portions of the rep. rt.

Tlie E xcursion T rain A ccident, 
D etroit.

Five of the ten 
excursion coaches were telescoped, and four

T h e M an ifesto o f th e B ish o p s. 
N e w Y o r k , October 1st.—The Herald's 
Dublin special saj’s : 
The following is the 
text cf an important manifesto on the sub­ 
ject of the state of Ireland, which was issued 
by the Catholic Hierarchy of Ireland^ after 
their meeting at Maynooth College. 
Seven­ 
teen Archbishops and Bishops were^present 
at the cjnfoience: “ Influenced by too ®anrie 
deep solicitude for the welfare of their flock 
which moved ibem at their last general meet­ 
ing iu April to solicit the Government to 
amend the land bib, which was then beíore 
Parliament, the Bishops of Ireland consider 
it their duty to declare at their present meet­ 
ing that’the new Land Act is a great benefit 
to the tenant class, and a large installment of 
justice, for which the gratitude of a large 
portiou of the country ii due to Mr. Glad­ 
stone and those who helped him carry this 
measure through Parliament. 
The Bishops 
earnestly exhert tLeir flacks to avail them­ 
selves of the advantages derivable from this 
Act, believing that, if lightly used, it will 
bring pressnt relief and help them to obtain 
the rights, social and political, which they 
justly deserve. The Bishops would also urge 
tenant farmers to use tho means provided in 
the Land Act, and every other means in their 
power, to improve the condition cf the labor­ 
ing claisss. The Bishops will avail them­ 
selves of this opportunity to call on their 
clergy to guard their flacks against all secret 
agencies of violence and intimidation, which 
can only came from enemies of the people. 
And they exort the laity to prove the love 
they bear their country and their faith by 
seconding the clergy in the suppression of all 
anti-socir.l and anti-Catholic abuses ; also by 
removing, as far as in each one's pcw¿r, the 
stigma which our enemies have sought to put 
upon t^e people, that they will not pay their 
just debt?, which they are bound to do. The 
Biahcp3unite with the people^ in urging on 
the Government the release of th^se who are 
still imprisoned, hoping that such a measure 
will contribute d o little to the^peace cf the 
country.”

C h ic a g o , October 1st. — A permit for 
burial in consecrated ground was refused to 
a native Protestant at Xochiapa.

The explosion occurred at 3 o’clock in the 
morning. 
It shattered the outer wall, three 
inside walls and the rcof. Two occupants of 
the house were injured, but will recover.
